RUSSIANS ARE HOLDING 
EASTERN WAR TERRITORY 

Britons in London Celebrate 
Anniversary of Nelson's 
Victory of Trafalgar 


ItOndvn, Oct 21.—A comparison of 
fin* official reports from Paris and 
Heflin leads to the conclusion that aft 
along the western battle front in 
France and Belgium the Germans 
have resumed the offensive, with 
their supreme efforts directed against 
I lie 'lilies' left. The news supple¬ 
menting these official communications, 
however, indicate that on the left at 
.least the allies are not acting ine?§ly 
on the defensive.. The great turning 
movement is undoubtedly enveloping 
through Hie corner of Belgium bound¬ 
ed by I' rmco and the sea. 

Lite reports through Dutch sources 
declare that the Germans have been 
repulsed -*ix miles from ostend and 
lint guns are now heard near that 
city »Mher late reports which lack 
confirm it I hi. say the Germans have 
abandoned Bruges. If these reports 
are true It would indicate that the al¬ 
lies ire meeting with great success in 
tpeir efforts t<» reoccupy the seacoast. 

The .movements along the coast 
continue to l»e more or less in the na¬ 
ture of reconnaissances, while the 
Him of the lighting on the allies’ left, 
centres iroiind Lille, because its rail¬ 
road and highway connections are of 
Vital strategic Importance to the Ger¬ 
mans From Lille two roads run out. 
one northerly to Armentleres and the 
oilier southerly to Fournes, through a 
country which is thickly populated. 

The French report asserts that these 
roads are field by strong forces of 
Germans, while the Berlin communi¬ 
cation claims a victory on them. Th<- 
operations along these roads may also 
be a reconnaisance movement, against 
the Germans, but all reports ■ agree 
that Urn G-rtnan resistance at Lille 
continues to be stubborn.

SWEDISH VESSELS ARE * 
* SEIZED BY GERMANY 

London. Oct. 21.—Telegraphing from 
Stockholm, the Morning Post’s corres¬ 
pondent says. “The Germans have 
released nine of the ten Swedish 
steamers they captured last week off 
Falsterbo. Sweden. Seizures of ves¬ 
sels continue, however, and are caus¬ 
ing a stir in Sweden, as the whole lum¬ 
ber shipping Industry is threatened. 
Plans are being - made to give vessels 
an armed escort.” 

FIRE NEAR WINNIPEG 

$30,000 DAMAGE DONE 

Winnipeg. Ocft. 21.—River park was

Vancouver. Oct. 21.—William C. 
Hopkinson. chief assistant in the Do¬ 
minion immigration inspection service 
in Vancouver, was shot in the Vancou¬ 
ver epurthouse on Georgia street this 
morning by a Hindu. Mewa Singh, and 
died almost instantly. The assassin 
was immediately arrested by the po¬ 
lice. 

Mr. Hopkinson was standing in the 
main corridor of the courthouse near 
the witness room, when a party of 
Hindus passed by. People who were 
standing in the vicinity say that Mr. 
Hopkinson was accosted by Mewa 
Singh and that five allots were tired, 
Mr. Hopkinson tried to grapple with 
Mewa when the first shot was fired. 

Mr. Hopkinson had Ween threatened 
time and again. He was very active 
in handling the Hindu question at the 
time of the Komagata Maru's visit to 
Vancouver. He was a very clever 
officer and exercised much Influence 
among the Hindus. He was at one 
time connected with the police depart¬ 
ment in Calcutta and could speak the 
Hindu dialects. 

There were nine Hindus in the party 
In the court house corridor this morn¬ 
ing. Mr. Hopkinson was standing at the 
door of the assize court when Mewa 
came along and suddenly moved his 
hands from underneath his overcoat 
with a revolver in each hand. He fired 
the first shot at Mr. Hopkinson's breast 
at a few inches distance. Mr. Hopkinson 
grappled with the man. but the Hindu 
fired again and this bullet probably 
penetrated the heart, for the Inspector 
fell. 

Mewa continued to shoot his victim 


until five shots were ,fired. This ap¬ 
parently exhausted one revolver. Mewa 
then turned to escape. He hardly had 
moved a foot before James McCann, 
the courthouse janitor, seized him. 
Mewa struggled and tried to shot at 
McCann, but the latter was too strong, 
and several police constables coming 
forward disarmed Mewa. on examin¬ 
ation the second revolver in possession 
of the Hindu was found to be fully 
loaded. 

Immediately the shooting began there 
was a great scattering of the Hindus, 
who had been standing in the hall. 
Eight of them tied towards the front 
door, but all were stopped by police¬ 
men before they could leave the build¬ 
ing .and all have b^en locked up. 

Hopkinson was threatened at the time 
of the Komagata Maru visit to Van¬ 
couver. but the reason .of • his murder 
this morning probably arises x*ut of a 
trial now pending at the assizes. He 
was to have l»ei*n a witness to-day in 
tiie case of Bela Singh, which was to 
have been taken up by the grand jury 
this morning. Yesterday Ram Singh, 
another Hindu, was acquitted on a 
charge of murder. Hopkinson gave 
testimony favorable to Ram Singh, who 
was ait enemy of Mewa Singh. The 
police intend to proceed immediately 
with the charge against Mewa Singh, 
so that tiie matter may be disposed of 
at tiie present assize. 

“I shoot. I di»n’t care.” is wiiat 
Mewa Singh is understood to have said 
to Janitor McCann when arrested. 

When searched Mewa had cheques 
from other Hindus amounting to $3S$ 
upon him.

CONCENTRATION CAMP 
WANTED AT MONTREAL 


Many Germans and Austrians 
Who Were Ordered Deport¬ 
ed Are Still at Large 


BUSINESS INTERESTS 
CALLED OFF ELECTION 


Machinery Was Under Way at 
Ottawa When Country-Wide 
Protests Went In 


Montreal. Oct. .21.—As a result of the 
dynamite explosion here last night i.n 
a tenement house occupied by nearly 
ii)0 foreigners, a concentration camp 
may b^ established near Montreal for 
those of all nationalities opposed to the 
allies on the continent It is understood 
an appeal will be made to the federal 
government to establish the camp at 
once. 

It was made known to-day that 200 
Germans and Austrians who had been 
ordered deported have not left the city, 
and arc at largf* The outbreak of war 
prevented their deportation, and it 
is claimed they were not hel l. Acting 
Major Vandelac has ordered the police 
to round up all foreigners and seize all 
weapons found upon them or in their 
homes. The body of the man found In 
the ruins of the house at 573 Frontenac 
street last night after the explosion 
was identified this morning as that of 
Peter Dichtara, 571 Frontenae street, 
a Russian who has been only a short 
time in this country*. He leaves a 
widow and four children in Russia. 

The other victim of • the explosion 
was Mrs. Morris Jumtsky. aged 35, who 
died at the Notre Dame hospital of her 
injuries. Sam Buss, aged 29. Is dying 
of injuries to ills back and head. Nine 
others received minor injuries 

Police anil fire department officials 
fear that there are at least four more 
bodies in the ruins, but no search can 
be conducted at present because of 
the danger of falling walls and broken 
gas pipes. The police believe that the 
explosion was due to a bomb, and that 
the trouble arose through racial dif¬ 
ferences caused by the war. They hold 
13 persons as witnesses and are hunt¬ 
ing for the two men alleged to have 
been seen carrying a valise in the 
building just before the explosion 

ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING 
OF VANCOUVER LIBERALS 

Vancouver, Oct. 21.—What proved' 
to be the most satisfactory and enthu¬ 
siastic executive meeting of the Van¬ 
couver City and District Liberal as¬ 
sociation held in recent years took 
place at the Liberal committee rooms 
last evenin^-Ralph Smith presiding. 
Ten wards were fully represented and 
organization plans for the winter were 
adopted. Mr. Srnltn deprecated mis¬ 
takes made in Ward I with regard to 
the removal of names from the voters’ 
list, and assured the delegates that 
everything possible would be done to 
rectify the errors. 


Ottawa. Oct. 21.—Not only had the 
government decided definitely for a 
general election immediately, but had 
commenced printing the voters’ lists. 
A start was made with the Halifax 
constituency represenled by Premier 
Borden. Arrangements were made for 
publication of blank ballots and ballot 
papers were ordered for immediate de¬ 
livery. Instructions were sent to can¬ 
didates in every constituency to be 
ready for an election in November. All 
the machinery of the Conservative 
party was overhauled and at points 
where there was frlct on lubricant was 
freely applied. 

A volume of protest came to Ottawa 
from every part of Canada, sent by* 
gr*at business interests. They* reached 
not only the premier but were heard at 
Rideau Hall. In consequence of this 
the election was called off against the 
wishes of Hon. R. Rogers, who left for 
Winnipeg, disgusted. 

Five constituencies now are vacant, 
but only* two bye-elections will be held, 
those of Mr. Casgraln In Quebec county 
and Mr. Blondin in Champlain. It Is 
proposed by the Liberals to allow Mr. 
Casgraln to go hi by acclamation, but 
a fight against* Mr. Blondin will be 
made for his anti-British sentiments. 

GROSS EXAGGERATION 

OF RUSSIAN LOSSES 

Statement Made in Reply to an An¬ 
nouncement Made by 
Austria. 

Petroatad. Oct. 21.—A statement 
regard I nj/'ihe claim that the Russian 
casual tiessjA round Przemysi exceeded 
40,000 men was made public here to¬ 
day by* tiie official news agency. It 
read: “The German official communi¬ 
cations have adopted a policy of gross¬ 
ly exaggerating the Russian losses. It 
is announced here that the records on 
this subject are kept and from this it 
Is known that tiie Austrian announce¬ 
ment that the Russian losses in 
Przemys! are about 40,000, exceeds the 
real losses one hundred times." 

UNITED STATES PROTESTS. 

Washington, Oot 21.—The United 
States has protested to Great Britain 
against the seizure by a British war¬ 
ship of the American tanker John D. 
Rockefeller, it was announced to-day 
b) the state department. 


Salisbury. Oct. 21.—That the Can¬ 
adian troops will be reviewed on Salis¬ 
bury Plain at no distant date by King 
George and Lord Kitchener was the 
information given by Major-General 
Alderson. commander of the contin¬ 
gent. at a meeting of tiie officers yes¬ 
terday. Among various matters of a 
routine character which were discussed 
was the question of leave of absence, 
and It was decided to allow week-end 
leave over Saturday and Sunday to 20 
per cent, of the force at a time. 

While the camps are not by any 
means full, as entraining Is still pro¬ 
ceeding at Plymouth, certain of the 
units of the command are falling into 
the regular routine. 

Colonel Can tile, who has !>een on this 
side for some time, has visited his 
regiment, the -Fifth Highlanders, and 
It is probable he may resume his com¬ 
mand. 

Princess Patricia’s regiment has also 
been having company drills, but the 
rumps are still in an irregular condi¬ 
tion, as the process of entraining at 
Plymouth is a slow tine. 

The Canadian soldiers, being better 
paid than the home Tommies, have 
more money to spend, and the chief 
problem among them is how to turn 
their dollars into English money. The 
Y\ M. C. A. turned banker y*esterday. 
At stated hours the secretary stood 
in hts tenl for this purpose and ex¬ 
changed $1,300. allowing four shillings 
to the dollar. 

London. Oct. 21 —Col. the Hon. Sam 
Hughes, minister of militia and de¬ 
fence for Canada, came up yesterday 
from Salisbury to see Lord Kitchener. 
Subsequently Interviewed at the Savoy 
hotel. Col. Hughes said he could not 
tell the object of his conference with 
the minister of war. but he volunteer¬ 
ed the Information that Lord Kitchener 
and he were in accord on all points. 
Col. Hughes expressed his complete 
satisfaction with the arrangements 
made so far for the Canadian troops at 
Salisbury Plain. 

Lord Kitchener has already 780,000 
recruits enrolled lit his one million 
army. 

Ottawa, Oct. 21.—It was rumored 
here this morning that the Canadian 
artillery In the first expeditionary 
force had gone directly to the front in 
France Instead of going to Salisbury 
Plains with the rest of the contingent. 
So far nothing has been heard of the J 
landing of the artillery In England. ] 
Infantry regiments have been men- ! 
tinned. The rumor could not be con¬ 
firmed and nothing could be gleaned 
at militia headquarters here.

London, Oct. 21.—A striking fact 
about the general position in 
France is that the Germans are 
conducting their campaign on lines 
considered by such authorities as 
Baron von der Goltz, at present 
governor of Brussels, to be fatal 
for German armies. They are wag¬ 
ing a defensive battle, and In 
doing so are engaged In that bete 
noire of German strategy, a par¬ 
allel battle, that is a frontal fight 
against a line that cannot be 
turned. 

In such a battle the opposing 
armies may hold each other for an 
Indefinite length of time, and to be 
held for an Indefinite length of 
time Is not agreeable to the Ger¬ 
man general staff 

The character of the present 
campaign is, however, of Interest 
in view of the impression firmly 
held In many quarters that if the 
German prearranged plan of cam- , 
palgn miscarried, if the invaders 
were no longer able to fight by the 
book and had to adjust themselves j 
to unexpected developments, they 
would be routed.

BUILDING AEROPLANES 
TO FLY OVER CHANNEL 


German Aviator Says Forty- 
Six Will Be Ready to Cross 
in February 


I New York, Oct. 21.—The New York 
[Times correspondent in Berlin wires 
that he yesterday received certain in¬ 
formation from an authoritative source 
regarding aerial plans which throw a 
I hew light on the action of the London 
| authorities in doing away w ith all bril¬ 
liant Illuminations and sweeping the 
I skies at nigiit with many searchlights. 
These precautions are thoroughly Jus¬ 
tified, though a bit premature. 

While occasional minor raids may be 
made on London sooner, if Germany 
gets a foothold on the Channel, the 
grand aerial armada will not be launch¬ 
ed against England until Februarj* at 
the earliest, for Germany will not be 
ready until then. 

"We are building two hundred aero¬ 
planes especially for the attack on 
London. These are of a new: and extra 
large tj’pe, capable of carrying one 
thousand pounds weight and the pilot 
and bombs,” one of the best known of 
tiie younger German aviators said in 
conversation with the correspondent. 

“Thqse new aeroplanes will not be in 
commission before February. I am 
training the flyers now in special avia¬ 
tion camps. The government would 
not let me go to the front at the out¬ 
break of the war. saying I was of more 
use here as flying instructor. Yes, I 
have been often in London. I was fly¬ 
ing In England as recently as last 
spring.” 

An American refugee from Rou- 
munia, who reached London six weeks | 
ago via Austria, Germany and Holland, 
tpld a Times correspondent at the 
time that at the flying fields in Berlin 
he had seen at least five hundred aero¬ 
planes and fifty Zeppelins in their 
sheds. 

When the young German aviator was 
asked about this statement, he replied: 
“That is not «ttt4t«-twie. But we are 
working on new Zeppelins, night and 
day, and by February we shall have 
forty-six.” 

GERMANS ARE ADVISED 
TO VACATE BRUSSELS 

London, Oct. 21.—The Exchange Tel¬ 
egraph company has given out a dis¬ 
patch from Amsterdam which says 
that an arrival in tiiat city from Brus¬ 
sels is authority for the statement that 
the Germany military commander in 
the Belgian capital has placarded the 
city advising all German civilians to 
leave within 48 hours.

ENEMY FORCED INTO 
RETREAT RY ALLIES 
FRO M LAND AND SEA 

Bombardment From British Warships Fol¬ 
lowed by Strong Advance of Horse, Foot 
and Artillery Stops Movement Along the 
Channel Coast. 

Defeat in Northwest Has Been Greatest 
Surprise of the War for Germans Who 
Are in Confusion in Vicinity of Ostend. 


London, Oct. 21.—The correspondents of the London newspa¬ 
pers in the field have succeeded to-day in getting through some de¬ 
tails of the fighting along the channel coast in Belgium. The reports 
agree that the Germans have met with a reverse and it is said the 
Germans are retreating. 

The Belgian correspondent of the Telegraph, in his account of 
the fighting, reports that British warships bombarded villages which 
Germans had occupied, and also the country to the south of thesei 
places. 

German Line Forced Backward. 

“Then the order was given for the infantry to advance,” he said, 
“and the rattle of machine guns supplemented the noise of the naval 
guns. The Germans were caught between two fires and their line 
began to waver and slowly gave way before the pre 33 ure of the in¬ 
fantry. 

“The strength of the attack was then increased, and soon the 
whole line resting on the coast was in full retreat. ’ ’ 

In a dispatch from Flushing, sent at 1 o'clock this morning, the 
correspondent of the Daily Mail declares that the Germans appear to 
have been driven back in an engagement at Middlekerke, six miles 
southwest of Ostend. He says that cannon have now been placed 
near Ostend and adds that most of the German wounded had been 
removed from Bruges. 

Met Unexpected Body of Troops. 

The Daily Mail's Rotterdam correspondent under date of Tues¬ 
day night says that according to a German message a fierce battle is 
still raging between Furness and Dunkirk. He continues: “On the 
march on Dunkirk the Germans met a large and unexpected body of 
troops which attacked them horse, foot and artillery, while the Brit¬ 
ish warships co-operated with the land forces. The Germans are re¬ 
ported as falling back in confusion on Ostend and troops from all 
over the west of Belgium have been hurried to Nieuport. The Ger¬ 
mans have received the greatest surprise of the war. ’ ’ 

A dispatch from Ghent says that the result of this fight has 
caused anxiety among the German officers, one of whom, a general, 
committed suicide. Festivities announced to celebrate German suc¬ 
cesses were suddenly cancelled yesterday. 

No Weak Spot on Allies' Front. 

The Bordeaux correspondent of the Star sends the following: 
“On Tuesday the Germans made another great effort to burst the 
narrowing circle of steel that is hemming them in. They tried vainly 
at no fewer than six points to discover a weak spot on the allied *>mt, 
the main effort being made at Labassee.” 

Official Statement Tells of Repulse. 

Paris, Oct. 21.—The French official coriiinunlcation given out this after¬ 
noon says that the attacks yesterday of the enemy on Nieuport, Dixmunde and 
Labassee all were repulsed by the allies. The text of the communication 
follows: 

“During the day of yesterday the attacks of the enemy were particularly 
violent at Nieuport, Dixmunde and Labassee. They all were repulsed by the 
allied armies with great energy. 

“At all other sections the situation is without any notable change.”

enrly last evening in a building on 
Prontenac street, in the tenement sec¬ 
tion of the East End. About twenty 
Others were slightly injured.

Poles and Russians, and the 
poltee are inclined to believe a story of 
two eyewitnesses that the destruction 
was caused bv a in.mb carried into the 
building by the two dead men. 

Paul Belanger and Joseph La Fren- 
lore, who claim to have been passing 
up Frantenac street at the time of the 
explosion, told the police they had seen 
two men. who looked like foreigners, 
carrying a round black parcel into one 
of the doorwnvs of the block of tene¬ 
ments in which the explosion occurred. 
Th<* moment they deposited it on the 
stairway there was a loud explosion, 
and t he entire block appeared to rise 
from the ground. They said that one 
«>f the men they had seen carrying the 
parcel into the doorway was hurled 
hack on the sidewalk, but th>' other 
man did not appear and must have 
been buried In the ruins. 

Roth, Belanger and La Froniere were 
detained as witnesses for the coroner’s 
inquest. 

The explosion occurred while the ma¬ 
jority of the nine families who occu¬ 
pied the premises, mostly Russians, 
were at supper. The Interior of the 
building was wrecked from the cellar 
to the attic, and how anyone who was 
In the inside escaped is a mystery. The 
explosion not only shattered the block 
but smashed the windows in houses on 
both sides of the street for some dis¬ 
tance. So far as can be learned not 
on ■ of those residing in the building Is 
missing. The police are of the opinion 
that,If any bodies are in the ruins they 
must be those of the men who deposited 
th*» bomb.

of a vast majority of his countrymen, 
and that, should any occasion for ac¬ 
tion arise, they will move to the orders 
of his official successors in support of 
those opinions with the precision and 
regularity of a Prussian battalion on 
the parade ground.” 

“I am confident.” Lord Cromer con¬ 
tinues, “that these views were gener¬ 
ally entertained by all who had devot¬ 
ed spW’ial attention to Anglo-German 
relations. What will be the attitude 
of the German Socialists at the end of 
the war is altogether another matter. 
Any opinion formed on this subject, at 
present, can be little more than a con¬ 
jecture.” 

Proceeding. Lord Cromer gives it ns 
bis opinion that when the history of the 
war comes to be written, the most in¬ 
teresting chapter will deal with the 
diplomatic and political forecasts made 
before hostilities commenced. 

In Lord Cromer’s opinion the prin¬ 
cipal mistake of Great Britain which 
the historian will have to relate, will 
be that she indulged In too optimistic 
views of the future and failed to pre¬ 
pare adequately for a war which was 
sooner or later Inevitable. 

*'<>n the other hand." he continues, 
'it may safely be predicted that pos¬ 
terity will be amazed at the singular 
Ineptitude of German policy and di¬ 
plomacy. The Germans have been 
wrong nn every single point of Import¬ 
ance; wrong as to the probable-act ion 
<»f Russia, Britain, Belgium and Japan; 
wrong as to the value which they ap- 
par ntly attached to the Italian alli¬ 
ance; wrong as to the feeling likely to 
be evoked in America and in other neu¬ 
tral countries; wrong ns to the Irish 
situation; wrong in respect to the rela¬ 
tions existing between Great Britain 
and her self-governing colonies; wrong 
as to the sentiments of the people, both 
in South Africa and in India; wrong as 
to the effect of a declaration of war in 
Egypt and other Mohanuhedan coun¬ 
tries, and wrong as to the opposition 
likely to be encountered throughout 
the civilized world by the Inauguration 
of a policy of reaction.” 

In conclusion. Lord Cromer insists 
that the political and diplomatic blund¬ 
ers which have been innrle by Germany 
would have filled Bismarck with de¬ 
spair. Bis successors, he adds, have 
emulated his ruthless and want of 
moral scruple. They have altogether 
failed to learn anything from his un¬ 
questionable astuteness.

The censors have dropped the curtain 
on both battle fronts to-day. I This Is 
an indication that operations of great 
Importance are pending or in progress. 
Favorable reports continue to be 
featured in the British and Parisian 
press concerning the outcome of the 
struggle in northern France and south¬ 
west Belgium. One of these rumors, 
from a Holland source, states that the 
Germans have evacuated Bruges, about 
twelve miles due east of Ostend. If 
this were true It would prove that Os¬ 
tend had become reoccupied by the 
allies, hut the French official bulletin, 
announcing that the allies had repulsed 
particularly violent attacks on the line 
of Nltuport to Dixmude. lends no sup¬ 
port to these stories received from 
northern France and Holland. At the 
same time it would be well to bear in 
mind that the first Inkling of what has 
transpired will come from the prcss« 
^ind not from the official bureaux. 

All the newspapers agree, however, 
that the O rman attempt to outflank 
the allies by a plunge along the coast 
has failed so. far and those failures 
must have resulted in a forward move¬ 
ment on the part of the victors if the 
nature of the ground has not proved 
unfavorable to an advance in force. 
Nothing has teen heard of the wedge 
driven by the allies to Roulers in Bel¬ 
gium. eighteen miles north of Lille, and 
the raising of the curtain may disclose 
some surprising developments in that 
direction. The further progress of this 
operation would present a formidable 
menace to the Germans nlung the coast 
os well as to the Germans at Lille. 

The Germans’ attack nl<>ng the whnl** 
line, particularly on the western wing, 
show's how seriously they regard the 
situation. Having failed at Trncy-le- 
Mont, Noyon, Lasslgny. Albert, Arras 
and Roye. farther south, they have 
concentrated their blows upon the 
allies’ lines at La Basse ond Lille. 
These are two danger points for the 
defenders, but General Joffre has beer^ 
rushing reinforcements to the sce'ne 
and it is not likely the Germuns will 
make much headway there. Joffre 
knows the ground thoroughly, having 
been military governor of Lille. In 
fact, he luis an intimate knowledge of 
the entire region of northern France 
and western Belgium.

In order the 
better to illustrate her various points 
yesterday she had before Iter a small 
dining table on which she demonstrat¬ 
ed .the manner of setting the various 
plates, knives, forks,, spoons, etc. 

Simplicity, she emphasized through¬ 
out, should be the ideal of every house -1 
wife in the selection of her table linen. I 
her china and the appointments of her! 
dining room. Rut by simplicity she did 
not mean skimping. The dining table 
Played a very important part in the 
life of the home. 

A brief outline of some of the more 
salient points to be remembered in the 
choice of linen and furniture prefaced 
the address, after which the speaker 
took up the subject of table decora¬ 
tion. Unostentatiousness and inexpen¬ 
siveness here again formed the keynote 
of her observations, and the value of 
simple wild flowers, autumn leaves and 
red berries, or other adornment of an 
uncostly nature were pointed out, the 
audience incidentally being reminded 
that a gracious hostess added more, 
than anything else to the enjoyment of 
a dinner party. 

In describing the setting of the tabl ft 
Mrs. Blair illustrated the position of 
the various articles In use at the festal 
board. 

A word was said in passing about the 
training of children in table manners; 
this could best be effected by insisting 
on good behavior every day, and not 
inculcating, at the lust moment, a 
chapter on “party" manners. The mis¬ 
tress should also take her maid In 
hand from the beginning and train her 
properly for serving at table if site was 
inefficient in tills respect. 

Tiip choice of china was given some 
consideration, and Mrs. Blair em¬ 
phasized the superiority of the English 
as compared with the French where 
good wearing qualities were desired. 
Also, with cut glass, there were im¬ 
portant points to be remembered in 
buying. 

Mrs. Blair spoke this afternoon and 
will speak again to-morrow afternoon 
at 3 o’clock.

London, Oct. 21.—Capt Johnston 
and sixteen men <>f the crew ,,f the 
British steamer Glitra. of Leith, sunk 
by the German submarine have arrived 
in Slavanger. Norway, from Skud- 
I» sness, according to a dispatch to the 
Reuter Company from that place, in 
tHlijiiK of his experience. Captain 
Johnston said: 

"Tile Glitre left Grangemouth. Scot¬ 
land. Sunday noon with coa! and coke 
for Slavanger. At half-past twelve 
on Tuesdty the German submarine 
X-17 popped out of tile water to the 
starboard and stopped us about nine 
miles southwest ,»f Skudenes. No 
other craft was in sight. 

"Vhf submarine sent aboard five 
men. Witli revolvers in hand they 
ordered the British flag taken down, 
threatening to shoot m.> if I did not 
“bey. Furthermore they'allowed me 
not more than ten minutes to let down 
lhg lifeboats and take off th.* crew. 

"I took down the flag whereupon the 
German officer tore it out of my hands 
and trampled it underfoot. I was 
forced to take-the ship's papers hack 
wh.*n I attempted to take them off 
and none of the crew was allowed to 
take srfiy of his belongings, 

"The crew went in two lifeboats 
which the submarine quickly towed 
500 yards away from the Glitra Three 
Germ.ms r> mained aboard sear bing 
the ship thoroughly and one of them 
evidently . poti'd the bottle valve be¬ 
cause th** rear of the ship began to 
sink. In a few mlnui a the Glitra dis- 
nppea r«'*d. 

"We were ordered to row to the 
shore. When we reached Norwegian 
territory we met a pilot boat which 
towed us until a Norwegian torpedo 
boat look us aboard. The Glitra was 
not insured."

To the Editor:—Jn your article ol 
yesterday’s date re Shrapnel Shell, al¬ 
low me to correct an essential par¬ 
ticular connected with your explan¬ 
ation in detail. 

The article 


Inventor 

conceived the idea of filling the shell 
with metallic odds and ends and pro¬ 
viding it with an explosive charge 
which when exploded scattered In all 
directions. Now this Is not correct, 
as the invention was intended to pro¬ 
duce the destructive effect of mus¬ 
ketry to the utmost range of artillery. 
The original spherical shell was tilled 
with musket bullets with a small 
bursting charge of powder which was 
I Ignited by a time fuse cut to suit the 
range required. It was intended to 
burst a short distance in front or In 
the centre of an advancing column or 
on stationary Objects. It could be 
also used In howitzers or mortars to 
attack the enemy In u redoubt or on 
broken ground. 

So far from General Shrapnel’s 
Invention being at that time of a prim¬ 
itive character. I have now In my pos¬ 
session humorous letters to him from 
the most distinguished commanding 
officers at that period In the British 
service connected with all the princi¬ 
pal battles of the past century, all of 
which give strong testimony to the 
great efficiency of ^he invention, one 
of which was received by my grand¬ 
father from Waterloo dated June 21, 
1H16, from the Duke of Wellington, 
congratulating him on the efficiency 
of his shells, and stares that had It 
not been for their use, It was doubt¬ 
ful if an)' effort of the British could 
have roc Acred the farmhouse of j.a 
Haye Bainte and that on this circum¬ 
stance hinged entirely the turn of the 
battle.

Mt. Tolmie a Public Reserve; 
Shelbourne Street Extension

The Saanich council decided last 
evening to stand by Its claim to public 
access to Mount Tolmie park, it con¬ 
tends that the 16.4 acres of unsubdi- 
vlded land around the summit is pub¬ 
lic property, though the Anglican Sy¬ 
nod of’ Columbia diocese submits that 
it holds a certificate of indefeasible 
title. 

The municipal solicitors, Barnard, 
Robertson, Helsterman & Tait, ad¬ 
vised that even in face of this certi¬ 
ficate of title the council should main¬ 
tain its claim that the municipality i 
had an easement which entitled it to . 
use the lands as & park, that the coun- 1 
ell would he entitled to a fee in the 
land notwithstanding the issuance of 
the certificate, and that under the 
circumstances the taxes on the prop¬ 
erty paid by the agents of the synod, 
Pemberton & Son. should be returned. 

The oouncil decided to refuse to ae- 
me taxes for 1914 but would not 
direct the assessor, who asked for In¬ 
structions, with regard to previous 
years in which the synod has paid the 
taxes. 

Owing to the fact that some land re¬ 
quired for Shelbourne street extension 
has not yet been donated to the mu¬ 
nicipality and as the undertaking is 
to be carried out as a work of local 
improvement, the engineer submitted 
a lengthy report on the,, system he 
proposed in the preparation of the 
necessary assessment roll, lie advised 
assessing the properties which abut 
on the improvement at one-half their 
cost to pay half the cost of the im¬ 
provement, the non-abutting proper¬ 
ties to contribute $15,000, the other 
half of the expenditure. He estimated 
the cost of acquiring land at $26,000. 
the engineering expenses at a sum 
equal tb 10 per cent, of that total and 
discount on debentures at $1,400. It 
may be explained that the munici¬ 
pality has already had conveyed to It 
about two and a quarter miles of the 
necessary length of roadway.

Jorlty of those who are regular patrons 
of the saloons are now either spend¬ 
ing all their spare time drilling under 
the watchful eye of a drill sergeant or 
are actually at the front. 

”1 saw a number of German prison¬ 
ers arrive In the metropolis, and since 
then I have also been permitted to see 
some of them In their guard rooms, for 
instance at Olympia and other build¬ 
ings of large accommodation. Here 
they are well berthed, well fed, and 
appear to be happy. They play cards, 
smoke, and are now and then given a 
little salutary work to do. Altogether 
they ha\oe a yery good time, and are 
not baited or ridiculed as I understand 
many of the British prisoners in Ger¬ 
many are. 

"The general feeling Is that the wai¬ 
ls going to be a long one and that 
Britain is only at the beginning of the 
huge sacrifices she will be failed upon 
to make before German militarism is 
crushed."

SAYS RECRUITS ARE 
FLOCKING TO COLORS 


Mrs, J, W, Church Tells of 
What She Saw During Visit 
to Motherland 


“Almost more recruits than they can 
handle!” 

This is the condition in the British 
Isles, says Mrs. J. W. Church, of 
Corrig College, who this morning talked 
to a representative of the Times. Mrs. 
Church, who is a relative of Hon. J. W. 
Turner and Mrs. Turner, with whom 
she visited for some weeks In London 
Just before returning here, was in Bath 
and Leamington for the first few weeks 
after hostilities broke out. and spoke 
from observation in comparing the 
somewhat lethargic attitude of the 
public in the beginning and the earnest 
determination to win which marked 
their attitude after the first list of 
casualties came in and people realized 
that dhe matter was serious. At first 
traveling recruiting officers, driving 
through the country In motor cars, 
went through the various counties and 
encouraged the men to enlist; more 
lately, after Mr. Asquith. Lloyd George. 
Winston Churchill and other leading 
statesmen explained the meaning of 
the war and the people begun to com¬ 
prehend that it was a war of aggres¬ 
sion. the recruiting spirit spread like 
a flame throughout the country and 
"soldiering" became the one pastime 
of the eligible manhood. 

Up at Oxford, which was visited dur¬ 
ing September, they found the beauti¬ 
ful and historic dining hall <*f Magdalen 
college converted Into a drill ball full 
of recruits. The large hall where the 
students gather t" writ.- for examina¬ 
tion had been converted into a hospital, 
with many wounded being tenderly 
caret! for. ami arrangements being 
n.ade for the reception of still more al¬ 
ready on t hotr way from the front. 
Balllol college, too. was full of drilling 
recruits, although tilings may have 
changed since that time as the 
Michaelmas term had not then com¬ 
menced. 

London bore many evidences of un¬ 
usual doings somewhere in the world. 
French. Belgians and other continental > 
peoples crowded the big hotels, the 
restaurants, the tearooms and fhe 
fashion:*4ile West End thoroughfares, 
so that the population which was re¬ 
moved by the recruiting was more than 
replaced by the visitors, most of whom 
were women and men past the fighting 
ag<\ 

Hyde Bark was made into a camp¬ 
ing-ground. soldiers were everywhere; 
the Crystal Palace at Croyden was 
converted to provide accommodation 
for the naval volunteers: and ut night 
the city was mysterious with Its dark¬ 
ened lights suddenly faded to insig¬ 
nificance In the gleam of the great 
search-lights which periodically, from 
various points about the great city, 
darted out their questioning rays and 
searched the heavens for hostile nlr- 
cruft. The Alexandra Palace, too. 
had its denizens, poor refugees being 
quartered and cared for there, while 
other settlements of refugees were 
dotted about the outskirts of the city. 

But beneath all the heart of the na¬ 
tion beat strong, and determination to 
fight to the finish was the dominant 
idea. .Mrs. Church left before the ar¬ 
rival of the Canadian contingent, 
which, she thinks, her ship must have 
met somewhere in mid-ocean.

Victims Disclose Dangerous Swindle. 
—Judging from the number of cases 
that havo come to light, optical 
swindlers have reaped quite a har¬ 
vest In Victoria. That the public 
may gain some Idea of the dangerous 
character of these operations, we will 
cite a few cases of the numbers that j 
have been disclosed. C&se No. 1: Mid- ■ 
dlo-aged lady, attracted by the low 
price named In flaming the advertise¬ 
ment, was told that her left eye was 
very bad and required a complicated 
lens. In consequence she paid an ex¬ 
orbitant price for her glasses. Exam¬ 
ination of her eyes showed no trouble 
In her left eye. Glasses given hei* 
were a pair of plain spheres of equal 
dioptric strength and entirely unsuited 
to her eyes. Case No. 2: Young man 
fitted with a pair of ordinary stock 
spherical lenses in an old-fashioned 
hoop spring eye-glass mounting which 
cost only a few cents. These spheres 
were Convex, whereas an examination 
showed that he actually required Con¬ 
cave compound lenses for the correc¬ 
tion of comfound myopic astigmatism. 
He had paid for something worthless 
to him, four times the real value of 
the glasses. The lenses advertised 
under an unheard-of name as some¬ 
thing new and wonderful, were ordin¬ 
ary stock spherical lenses. If you 
value your eyes go to r well known 
and reliable optician, whose work will 
stand the test of time.

Phenomenon at Ross Bay. —Visitors 
to Ross Bay yesterday afternoon had 
the opportunity of watching a peculiar 
sight.

SUES FOR DAMAGES 

Painter Seeks to Recover From Man 

Whose Wagon Struck Him, Inflict¬ 
ing Serious Injuries. 

On October 29 last James Linton, a 
painter, was quietly walking home 
from his work, which was then on the 
new residence of Hon. W. J. Bowser, 
on Rockland avenue, and as he was 
proceeding along Oak Bay avenue he 
was struck by the tongue of a wagon 
which had broken loose from another 
behind which It was being hauled. 
Police*investigation at the time showed 
that Garfield Vye, who was driving 
the wagons, was on bin wrong side of 
the road at the time. Linton was 
knocked insensible and was very seri¬ 
ously Injured. 

To-day Judge Lampman Is hearing 
an action arising out of this accident, 
remitted from the supreme court. Lin¬ 
ton. who now walks with somewhat of 
n limp, seeks to recover $250 as special 
damages for personal injuries, and sues 
for general damages as well. He al¬ 
leges that the defendant was driving 
m gligently and carelessly nnd that the 
inJurJ.es were sustained through such 
I negligence. VV C. Moresby is acting for 
the plaintiff and J. A. Aikmnn appears 
for the defendant. 

The plaintiff stated that he had. 
.been walking eastward along Oak Hay 
avenue, between Terrace avenue and 
Morrison street < n the south side of 
the road. After leaving a couple of 
fellow-workmen at the corner of Ter¬ 
race avenue and walking about fif:y 
sards he remembered nothing more 
until he woke up in the Jubilee hos¬ 
pital with a broken log and serious in¬ 
juries about the face and chest. He 
spent a month in hospital and was 
unable to g> ir. work for eight 
months. Being incapacitated from 
mounting steps • r ladders he found 
difficulty in securing employment, 
T'he injuiie.s t<. his chest appeared to 
Love affeMo.l his \olce an.

Mr. Mrrc&Jw put In the city by-law 
governing street traffic, and forbid¬ 
ding a greater rate of speed than ten 
miles an hour. 

Char lee Paul, a fellow-workman, 
told of seeing Linton lying on the 
sidewalk injured. A dump wagon 
without horses attached was standing 
close by, on the right narvl side of 
the road and heading eastward, with 
the tongue extending across the s'de- 
wuik. A telephone pole had a mark 
*>n It as if it had been struck by the 
tongue and a fence at the scene of the 
accident was broken. 

Perclval Jeeves had been driving a 
furniture van behind Vye. who was 
accompanied by a man named Mc¬ 
Millan and was driving his team fast 
for its size. The wagon he was' 
driving and the dump wagon which 
was being towed behind were on the! 
right-hand side of the roadway. When I 
his attention was drawn by the accl- ! 
dent Linton was lying with one leg I 
through a wire fence and the tongue , 
of the wagon was across the sidewalk, j 

Dr. Charles B. Wainwright, of H. 
M. S. Shearwater, who was a house j 
surgeon In the Jubilee hospital a year I 
ago, stated that Linton was In a dan¬ 
gerous condition and bleeding freely 
"hen admitted to the hospital. He 
had a compound fracture of one leg 
and serious wounds about the face. 

To Mr. Aikman the doctor stated 
that eight months after the accident, 
and again two months ago, ho had ex¬ 
amined the leg and found mobility of 
the bone, showing that the fracture j 
had not knit. The average man was 
often many months after a compound 
fracture before the bones became knit. 

William H. Rivers and James Brad¬ 
shaw, painters, the latter now on duty 
with the Fifth Regiment, testified to 
mutual comments on the speed of Vye’s 
team and Its being on the wrohg side 
of the road. The team and the wag¬ 
ons passed them n few’ seconds after 
they parted with Linton. 

Mr. Aikman cross-examined them, 
and he had other eye-witnesses of the 
accident, us to the rate of speed of 
Vye’s team, and naturally there was 
very wide difference In the estimates. 
Bradshaw Is a member of Company 
Three of the Fifth, which has the 
moveable armament, and he was able 
to speak from frequent observation of 
the speed of a heavy team. He de¬ 
clared that he could keep up with a 
team at eight miles an hour for a 
short distance by sprinting, but It 
would not have been possible for him 
to have kept up with Vye’s team. 

John Martin Paterson, a schoolboy 
of thirteen, gave a boy's clear and 
graphic account of w-hat he had seen. 
He had been riding on the Jeeves 
wagon, and his evidence bore out what 
other witnesses said. 

The case Is In progress this after¬ 
noon.

Classes Under Victoria 
School Board 


The full syllabus of the Victoria 
night schools, which open on Monday 
at the High school, has been Issued 
from the school hoard office. 

The arrangements are more compre¬ 
hensive than the abbreviated pro¬ 
gramme would have given cause to 
expect and the courses have been 
drawn up with considerable fore¬ 
thought and an intelligent desire to 
provide for the needs of the students 
here* 

The technical work is limited by 
lack of equipment. Probably the 
beard will not spend any large sum on 
equipment till the intentions of the 
government are known as to what 
courses will he taken up at the new 
Normal school, which will open next 
year and which will provide for some 
technical instruction.

Inspector Kyle, orgiflizer of techni¬ 
cal education for the province, who has 
advised the city school board on Its 
arrangements for this winter’s course, 
spoke to-day of the good results that 
would come to the movement to in¬ 
crease the manufacturers of Victoria 
if the night schools were widely and 
properly used. Workers of alt kinds 
should make themselves efficient, re¬ 
liable and trustworthy artisans and 
tradesmen. 

"The classes organized by the Vic¬ 
toria board of school trustees are en¬ 
tirely voluntary; and it is to be hoped 
that the public will take full advantage 
of the opportunities offered and con¬ 
vert the school buildings into hives of 
industry during the w inter months. 

"The parents of th.me boys and girls 
who left school last term should take 
particular notice of this work, and 
induce their children to continue the 
-studies begun lu the day school. They 
should endeavor’' to have their children 
‘catch the nifcht -school habit.’ The ne¬ 
glect of the years between fourteen and 
eighteen has often i deplorable effect in 
counteracting any habits of concentra¬ 
tion and study which have been devel¬ 
oped at school. If these years are 
wasted the youth is undoubtedly handi¬ 
capped for further effort 

"When students go to night schools 
with a definite purpose of studying 
matters the necessity for which they 
have realized- from their own experi¬ 
ences, anti when they are prepared to 
make sacrifices both of time anti 
amusement, a lasting benefit not only 
to the students, but to the city, is like¬ 
ly to accrue. 

"They should endeavor to gain 
knowledge of that part of their busi¬ 
ness which Is not oa$ily obtainable in 
the workshop, for In the words of Walt. 
Mason: ‘Knowledge is the stuff that 
wins; the man without it soon begins, 
to get his trade in kinks; no matter 
where a fellow goes, he’s valued for 
the things he knows, not for tlie things 
he thinks ’ 

"Scientific knowledge of production 
must be. developed in this country. The 
engineor who miscalculates the 
strength of material builds a bridge 
which breaks down. The manufac¬ 
turer who uses a poor machine cannot 
compete with one whose machine 
wastes less in friction ami inertia. The 
ship-builder who adheres to his old 
model Is outsailed by one who builds 
on more modern principles. 

"The necessity for mental alertness 
to grasp opportunities and to Improve 
existing conditions, is felt now, more 
than at any previous time. The Trail 
Smelter company is now saving thou- 
[ Tatnds of dollars by treating the smoke 
by an electrical process before allow¬ 
ing it to escape up the chimney. 
Seventy per cent, pure lead is taken 
from the dust which hitherto has been 
wasted. The extraction of zinc from 
the silver-lead ore before the silver and 
lead are separated, is a process Just l>e- 
Ing perfected, and will doubtless bring 
millions of dollars to the province. 

“Knowledge of science is at the 


- »urce of all this work, and unless the 
inhabitants of British Columbia settle 
down to an industrious study of science 
and business, no permanent improve¬ 
ment cun lw* expected. Even commer¬ 
cial transactions, advertising and sales¬ 
manship. are now placed on a more 
scientific basis than ever before. De¬ 
grees of commerce are now granted by 
many universities. This proves the 
prophecy that John Ruskin made fifty 
years ago. that the profession of com¬ 
merce was a profession to which 
gentlemen would Iweonie increasingly 
proud to belong; that th.* soldier’s pro¬ 
fession to defend his country, the pas¬ 
tor's to teach it. the physician’s to keep 
it in health, the lawyer’s to enforce jus¬ 
tice—and all on occasion to die for it — 
was not necessarily more honorable 
than that of the merchant whose*duty 
It was to provide for his country.

These bodies 
can supply the necessary funds and 
extreiae the necessary regulating and- 
co-ordinating functions, but it Is for 
business men, workmen and employers 
to state their requirements In the 
matter of technical instruction for 
their several employments; to make 
suggestions for giving practical di¬ 
rection to the instruction : and to im¬ 
press upon young people entering on 
specific employment, the duty of avail¬ 
ing themselves of t It is opportunity."
